Explosion in Hninvick Workings at 


Clieswick, Pa. 


Allentown Jury Frees Her of Com- 
plicity iu Murder of Daiigliter. 


Allentov;n, Pa., Jan. SS.^Mrs. Cath- 
erine Bechtol, the a^^cd mother of Ma- 
bel Bechtel, who was found.murdered 
last October, was 
acquitted of 
the 
charge of being an accesr.ory to tho 
murder after the fact. Her trial occu- 
pied nine days, and the jury deliberated 
oufi hour bafora rendering tb^ir verdict 
of not g'uiiry. 


The graji'-haircd deffindant received 
the news of her "acquittal with tears 
and oxjrsssionü of joy. 
She was im- 
modiately rel-aired from custody 
and 
went to her home, accompanied by her ' 
sons 
and 
daughters.- 
Martha, 
hor I 
youairest da^ighter, and her sons, John 
and Charley -are under indictment on 
a similar charge, but their trials have 
been postponed until the April term of ' 
court. 
Forn-'er Mayor Schaadt, coun- 
sel for Mrp. Bechtei, says hr hss insti- 
tuted an investigation by wnich ne | 
hopes to clear up the mystery sur- 
rounding the murder of 
the 
young 
woman. 


The greater part of the last day's 
session of co'irt was d-^voted to the ar- 
guments of conncol and the judi<'>'s 
charge. 
The 
defense called several 
neighbors and friends of the Bechtel . 
family as corroborative witnesses. Mrs 
Asnes Miller testified that eho had pb- 
Borvpd what oppeared to be blood stains 
in the areaway leading to h'ir uouse. 
This testimony was lo substantiate th:i 
theory of the defense that Mabel had 
been killed outsiue of her home and her 
body dragged through 
Mrs. Millers 
yard to the alley of Mrs. Bechtel's resi- 
dence. 
Dr. Cawley was recalled and 
testiflca to finding blood stains on chips 
of wood taken from the steps of the 
Bechtel's and Miller's underground al- 
leys. 
The commonwealth endeavored 
through Dr. Lear to go extensively in- 
to the question of 
blood 
tests, but 
Judgo Trexler stopped the redirect ex- 
amination and the case ended. 


Attorney Schaadt made ap eloquent 
plea for the acquittal of the accused 
v/oman, and during his address direclr 
Jy charged 
Eckstein 
with having a 
guilty knowledge of the crime. District 
Attorney Ljchtenwalner in his address 
explained that the theory of tlie com- 
monwealth was that lorn 
Bechtel had 
killed his sister during a quarrej. and 
asserted that the evidence adduced had 
proved the claim. 
Juoge 
Trexler's 
charge consujned a half hour. It was 
impartial. 


The scenes following the rendering 
of the verdict were at once pathetic 
and joyful. 
No sooner had the stal- 
wart 
foreman of 
the jury, Thomas 
Bruch, announced in clear tones the 
verdict, "Not guilty," than glad' ac- 
claim arose throughout the crowded 
court room, and it seemed as if th^ 
entire audience had by a sudden and 
simultaneous impulse boiled over. 


It did not take the crowd, particu- 
larly the feminine portion of it, long 
to swarm through the gates of the low 
parapet- that 
fences the legal arena 
from the auditorium, and surround tne 
Old mother and her three daughters, 
who were clapped in each other's amis 
und jobbing with juy. 


Pittsbnrg, Pn./ Jan. 26.—From 
all 
that i^sn be gptherod, between ISO and 
190 men are lying dead in the head- 
ings and passageways of tho HarwMek 
mine of the Allegheny Coal company 
at Ghoswiok, the result of a terrifie ox- 
plosion.

In addition to tho miners who wore 
at wont when the explosion occurred, 
it is now believed by practically all of 
the men of the rescuc party Avho have 
come jp the 220 foot vertical shaft for 
a warming and a breathing spell, that 
Solwyn M. "."aylor, the Pittsburg min- 
ing engineer, who plotted tne mine, 
and who was the first to reach tho bot- 
tom aftei- the explosion happpned, is 
also now among the Ii:3t of dead. 


Of thor^c in the mine all are prob- 
ably dead. 


The explosion occui-red early in the 
morninr. and the first warning was 
the sudden rumble underground, and 
then a sheet of flame followed up the 
deep shaft. Both mine cages were hurl- 
ed through the tipple; 20 foet above the 
landing stage, and the three men on 
tho tipple were hurled to the ground, 
A mnlo was turown high above the 
fihait nnd foil dead on the ground. The 
injured men wore broup;ht at once to 
thia ( ity^ where two of tliem havo died 
since. 


As soon as the rumble of the explo- 
sion and the crash at the pit mouth 
startled the little village, the wives and 
children of the men belov/ rushed to 
the scene of the'disaster, but to gain 
no encouragement. There was no way 
to get iu'

the men. into the mines 
and brougnt them out again when tho 
day's work vms done were both de-

Wood, on: of the first of the roscue 
pa.ny haalod to thé surface, told his 
story of the trip through tho mine. 
Ho said:

With Taylor, and we clam- 
bcrrd over thres or fc^ur falls. Taylor 
laid out the mine and ni^omed to know 
the .\;y. Thire was one man alive at 
the foot of the shaft. He v/as sent up, 
and then wg took the mule path on in- 
to the south level, where we saw two 
men 'irho were alive, and notiiv'd those 
back of UG, and then went on. 
We

In the opposite dlroctlon to that taken

firedamp. 
Tho deadly after- 
damp would overtake them, ovon if

KOT GUILTY 


IN COAL MINE 


Explosion in Hai’wick Workings at 
Clieswick, Pa. 


Allentown Jury Frees Her of Com­ 
plicity iu Murder of Daijgliler. 


Allentov.’-n, Pa., Jan. 25.*^Mrs. Cath­ 
erine Bechtel, the a[;cd mother of Ma­ 
bel Bechtel, who was found.murdered 
last Octobeiv was 
acquitted of 
the 
charge of being an aceesrory to the 
murder after the fact. Her trial occu­ 
pied nine days, and the jury deliberated 
one hour bf^fore rendering th^iir verdict 
of not guiiry. 
The graj^’-haircd defendant received 
the news of her "acquittal with tears 
and oj.jressions of joy. 
She was im­ 
mediately rel'^aired from custPdy and 
went to her home, accompanied by her ’ 
sons 
and 
daughters.' Martha, 
her I 
youngest da*^giiter, and her sons, John 
and Charle?, a,re under indictment on 
a similar chctrge, but their trials have 
been postponed until the April term of ' 
court. 
Forrrer Mayor Schaadt, coun­ 
sel for Mrf. Bechtel, says hr hss insti­ 
tuted an investigation by which ne [ 
hopes to clear up the mystery sur­ 
rounding the murder of the young 
woman. 
The greater part of the last day’s 
session of conrt was d^'voted to the ar­ 
guments of conntrel and the judge's 
charge.

defense called several 
neighbors and friends of the Bechtel . 
family as corroborative witnesses. Mrs 
A^nes Miller testified that fiho had pb- 
Borvpd what appeared to be blood stains 
in the areaway leading to h^v nouse. 
This testimony was to substantiate th^ 
theory of the defense that Mabel had 
been Idlled outsiue of her home and her | 
body dragged through 
Mrs. Miller s ^ 
yard to the alley of Mrs. Bechters resi­ 
dence,

testiflea to finding blood stains on chips 
of wood taken from the steps of the 
Bechters and Miller's underground al­ 
leys. 
The commonwealth endeavored 
through Dr. Lear to go extensively in­ 
to the quefjtion of 
blood 
tests, but 
Judge Trexler stopped the redirect e;c- 
amination and the case ended. 
Attorney Schaadt made ap eloquent 
plea for the acquittal of the accused 
v/oman, and during his address directr 
Jy charged 
Eckstein 
with having a 
guilty knowledge of the crime. District 
Attorney Ljchtenwalner in his address 
explained that the theory of tlxe com­ 
monwealth was that 1 om Bechtel had 
killed his sister during a quarrel, and 
asserted that the evidence adduced had 
proved the claim. 
Juüge 
Trexler's 
charge consujned a half hour. It was 
Impartial. 
The scenes* following the rendering 
of the verdict were at once pathetic 
and joyful. 
No sooner had the stal­

Bruch, announced in clear tones the 
verdict, “Not guilty/* than glad' ac­ 
claim arose throughout the crowded 
court room, and it seemed as if th^ 
entire audience had by a sudden and 
simultaneous impulse boiled over.

190 men are lying dead in the head­ 
ings and passageways of the Harwiek 
mine of the Allegheny Coal company 
at Ohoswiok, the result of a terrifie ex­ 
plosion. Car^o after cage has gone down 
into the mine and come to go up again, 
but only one miner of all those that 
went dowtì .0 work has been brought to 
the’ surface. 
The 
rescued 
man 
is 
Adolph Gunia, and ho is still in a somi-^ 
conscious condition at the temporary 
hospital at the rude school nouse on 
the hillside above the mine. 
In addition to the miners who wore 
at woric when the explosion occurred, 
it is now believed by practically all of 
the men of the rescue party who have 
come jp the 220 foot vertical shaft for 
a warming and a breathing spell, that 
Selwyn M. \\aylor, the Pittsburg min­ 
ing engineer, who plotted tne mine, 
and who was the first to reach the bot­ 
tom after the explosion happened, 13 
also now among the lidt of dead. 
Of thoftc in the mine all are prob­ 
ably dead. 
The explosion occurred early in the 
morning, and the first warning was 
the sudden rumble underground, and 
then a sheet of fiame followed up the 
deep shaft. Doth mine cages were hurl­ 
ed through the tipple; 20 feet above the 
landing stage, and the three men on 
the tipple were hurled to the ground, 
A mule was turown high above the 
«haft and fell dead on the ground. The 
injured men wore brought at once to 
thicj ( ity, where t.wo of them have died 
since. 
As soon as the rumble of the explo­ 
sion a?id the crash at the pit mouth 
startled the little village, the wives and 
children of the men belov/ rushed to 
the scene of the'disaster, but to gain 
no encouragement.

The mine, bo 
ing a now one, and the entries and 
headings being driven only a short di5 
tance, reduces the chances of the men 
for escape. 
They would practically have had nt- 
chance after they saw the firedamj 
coming toward them on the roof of 
the chamber in a sheet of flame. Fol­ 
lowing the usual custom of minera. 
they would throw themselves on their 
faces, fextinguishing their lamps as 
rapidly as possible. Then, after th< 
flash had passed, they would gel up aud 
run for the entrance or for a headinf 
In the opposite direction to that taken 
by the firedamp. 
The deadly after­ 
damp would overtake them, even if 
they wore not picked up bodily a« thry • 
ran from the gas, by the force of tlu 
explosion, and the only hope that any 
of them may have escaped and be all'« 
at this timo is that they may have ‘sp­ 
eared a hold on the steel rails on whi» h 
the cars run before 
the 
after-damy . 
overtook them and glued their mouth« 
to this. There is always a small, light 
current of air along the rail, even in the 
most extreme cases, and in similar ex­ 
plosions this light current has been 
known to save the lives of the mineri.

How the Bvilifih Museum ^Vat SlHiteil* 
Au observer recalls the interesting 
circumstancos of the establlsbment of 
the British Museum. 
The funds for 
the institution were raised by a lottery, 
which was authorized In 1753 by an 
act of Parliament, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, the Lord Chancellor, and 
the Speaker being the managers and 
trustees, each to receive fluO as an 
honorarium. 
The amount of the lot- 
tery is said to have been a million and 
a half dollars (£300,000), which was 
raised by £3 tickets, to provide £200,- 
000 for prizes, varying in value from 
£10.000 to £10, and £100.000 for the pur. 
chase of the Museum's nucleus—the 
Sloane collections and the Harleian Li- 
brary; also to provide cases for the ac- 
quisitions and to meet olher expenses. 
It will be remembered that the lottery 
became notorious through the activi- 
ties of a certain Peter Leheup, who 
shrewdly cornered the tickets and had 
them sold at a premium. Leheup was 
afterwards prosecuted for breach of 
trust and fined £1000, which could not 
have troubled him much» as his profits 
from the deal were £40,000.—Harper's 
Weekly.

a half dollars (£300,000), Avhich was 
raised by £3 tickets, to provide £200,* 
000 for prizes, varying in value from 
£10,000 to £10, and £100,000 for the pur. 
rhase of the Museum’s nucleus—the 
Sloano collections and the Harleian Li­ 
brary; also to provide cases for the ac­ 
quisitions and to meet other expenses. 
It will be remembered that the lottery 
became notorious through the activi­ 
ties of a certain Peter Leheup, who 
shrewdly cornei’ed the tickets and bad 
them sold at a premium. Leheup was 
afterwards prosecuted for breach of 
trust and fined £1000, which could not 
have troubled him much, as his profits 
from the deal were £40,000.—Harper’s 
Weekly.

No ono can make a perfect cud of 
coffee unless ho has been to Turkey, 
There Is as much difference between 
tho ordinary cup of coIToo and tho ex- 
QUisllo and alUirlng beverage with all 
its subtle aroma as mado by the ar- 
tist as thero ia between horseflesh and 
the best English beef. 
The Turks' 
method Is slmplo. 
They havo many 
little nots of various slzos. 
If they 
want io make two cups only they use 
tho smallor ono. and if threo cups a 
larger 
cue. 
When 
tho 
water 
has 
belled they fill the little pot almost to 
tho top with water, then put in threo 
lumps of sugar and put tho pot on 
the fire to boll. 
Whon it la hot they 
put 
In 
two 
teaspoonfuls 
of 
coffee 
ground 
very ilno, and 
then 
stir 
It 
rcund until It is thoroughly 
mixed 


with tho water, 


Tho next step is to place tho pot on 
the Are again and watch It very care- 
fully until the coffee bubbles up to a 
frot!li. and before this froth excapeo 
over the sido you take tho pot from 
tho tiro and tap the bottom gently on 
tho stove till tho froth gees down. 
Once again tho coffee is allowed to 
bubblo over tho fire, and the procoss 
of tapping the pot on tho stovo la re- 
peated threo times. 


When the froth rises to tho surfnco 
for the fourth time the pot shouhl 
taken frcin thQ firo and tho ci'rTtM^ 
should bo poured first into one cup 
and then into anothor, so that rn« h 
cup contains a portion of tho froth i i\ 
the top.

Japanese Terrapin. 


The United States Fish commi.^sion 
has sent an oxi>ert to Japan for the 
purpose of studying terrapin culture 
as practised in that country, whoro 
they seem to have succccded in breiM- 
ing the turtles by artiflce.

that the Japanese terrapin is not tho 
same species as ours, but its habits 
aro similar, and there is reason to 
suppose that like methods of culture 
might be successful 
in the 
United 
States. 


The matter is of no small import- 
ance, inasmuch as our terrapin is on 
the verge of extinction. 
It used to be 
vastly numerous, especially 
in 
the 
neighborhood of the Chesapeake, and 
in 1850 diamond backs sold in Haiti- 
more for 12 1-2 cents a pieces. 
Hut 
tiney have been literally hunted al- 
most to the point of exterminatiim, 
and at tho present time they fech $00 
a dozen. 


The Japanese species, which Is said 
to be equal to our own 
in flavor, is 
known as the "suppon," and like tho 
American terrapin, is an inhabitant of 
tidal rivers and salt marshes. 
Art! 
ficial ponds with a muddy bottom are 
employed for rearing purposes, with 
a low fence to prevent the turtles from 
escaping. The pond is shallow, and at 
laying time, in early summer, tho fe- 
male climbs out on tJlie bank, scraH'u 
a shallow hole and deposit their i^Kti». 
Anally covering them up and leavins 
them to be hatched by the the heat of 
the sun. 
Nets are spread to prevent 
birds from digging up tho eggs.

Electric Lcavca in Trees.

lar effect upon a magnetic needle and 
\vill iailuence it at a distance of even 
70 feet.

country* Unllko the meadow-mouse. 
It is a creature of tho woodland, and 
“wood-mouse” is the name by which 
it is knoNvn in many places. Among 
the surest signs of its prosonce are 
the empty shells of the hickory nuts, 
w’hlch form a« considerable part of its 
food. 
These shells may alwa.vs be dis­ 
tinguished from those Avhich have» 
been oponc-tl by squirrels by the man­ 
ner in which they have been cut.

nearly all cases It will be found that 
there are two holes in the shell—one 
in each of the two Hat sides—and very 
often one of these holes is larger than 
the other.

Hunt fc(T them In old stone heaps, de­ 
cayed logs, holes in trees, and es­ 
pecially in old birds* nests.—Woman’s 
Home Companion.

Nature sometimes does things with 
the evident intention of Just puzzling 
people. 
For years she has been pro­ 
pounding many littlo standing Jokes 
and conundrums, and asking people 
to guess at the ansAvers. 
^ 
One example is afforded by tho 
“singing sands of Pascagoula.” Pasca­ 
goula lies on tho shores of the Gulf 
of Mexico, in tho southern part of 
Mexico. 
The warm waters ci the gulf wash 
gently up on a smooth and shining 
beach 
which looks like any other 
smooth and shining beach in that re­ 
gion. 
But the sands of Pascagoula 
beach have properties which the sands 
of ether beaches do not possess—they 
are tuneful and can sing. 
At odd intervals, when the tide is 
out, the moon shining and the lazy 
swell of the summer sea breaks gently 
on the shore, a strange, sweet melody 
rises 
from the 
beach, 
and all the 
grains of sand seem, like the morning 
stars, to sing together. 
The music is not lively, nor yet Is 
it 
very mournful—just a pleasant, 
dreamy sound of singing, which wells 
up from the beach and along the 
shore. 
There have been various guesses at 
the cause of this phenomenon, but, so 
far, no one has been able to give a 
wholly satisfactory 
answer to this 
charming little conundrum propound­ 
ed by nature. 
A more grewsome riddle is offered 
by the Palatine light, which has been 
celebrated In verse by Whittier. 
Of 
late years the light, which use^l to be 
seen at Intervals off the coast of 
Block Island, has not been observed, 
or, if observed, has not been reported. 
The story Is that a ship laden with 
immigrants from the Palatinate of the 
Rhine was decoyed on the rocks by 
false lights, and then set on fire by the 
wreckers, and that the Palatine light 
is the phantom of tho old ship, come 
back to burn again as a perpetual re­ 
minder to the people of Block island 
of the sins of their ancestors.—Indian­ 
apolis News. 


Meadow^Mice. 
We can always tell when there are 
meadow-mice in a field by tho little 
fcot-paths winding in and out among 
the grass-roots. 
These 
paths 
aro 
usually rather lowej* than the sur­ 
rounding grass, and are used chiefly 
at nighty when the mice come out to 
feed upon wild bulbs, grass-roots, ber­ 
ries and insects. 
The little rodents 
have many enemies, owls perhaps be­ 
ing the most of all. 
Domestic cats get 
a great many of these mice, and of 
course hawks capture many of those 
which venture forth in the daytime. 
The mice themselves are harmless 
creatures, except perhaps in very cold 
w'eather, when they have been known 
to destroy the fruit-trees by gnawing 
the bark just above the snov/ line. 
They are gentle in disposition, and al­ 
though I have picked up hundreds of 
them with my bare hands they have 
seldom bitten me unless I happened to 
squeeze them a little too hard. 
The best known representative of 
the American long-tailed mice is un- 
questionably the white-footed, or deer, 
mouse.

MOW T U R K * M A K t C O F F t l . 


It isn’t t o Easy, but tht Preduct ! • 
Delightful, Its Flavor DIvint, 
To make tho perfcct cup of Turkish 
coflfoo is. like many other things, very 
easy >vhen tho maker knows how to 
do it, but unless the art has been 
learned In Turkey it is diillcult. 
No one can make a perfect cud of 
coffee unless bo has been to Turkey. 
There is as much difference between 
the ordinary cup of coITee and the ex­ 
quisite and alluring beverage with all 
its subtle aroma as made by the ar­ 
tist as there is between horseflesh and 
the best Enalish beef. 
The Turks’ 
method Is simple'. 
They have many 
little pots of various sizes. 
If they 
want to make two cups only they use 
tho smaller one, and if three cups a 
larger 
cue. 
When 
the 
w”ater 
has 
boiled they All the little pot almost to 
the top with water, then put in three 
lumps of sugar and put tho pot on 
the fire to boll. 
When it is hot they 
put in two teaspoonfuls 
of coffee 
ground very (h\o, and then stir it 
round until it is thoroughly mixed 
with the w’ater, 
Tho next step is to place the pot on 
the fire again and Avatch It very care­ 
fully until the coffee bubbles up to a 
froth, and before this froth excapee 
over the side you take the pot from 
the fire and lap the bottom gently on 
the stove till the froth gees dow’n. 
Once again the coffee is allow^ed to 
bubble over tho fire, and the process 
of tapping the pot on tho stovo is re­ 
peated three times. 
When the froth rises to tho surface 
for the fourth time tho pot shouhl be 
taken frc/m thq firo and tho 
should bo poured first into one < np 
and then into another, so that mrh 
cup contains a portion of tho froth i n 
the top. 
The Englishman cannot make coffoo 
at all. 
He tries hard, but never stir* 
ceeds either in making a perfcct mp 
of Turkish cr French coftee. 
The 
Frenchman, on the otnor hand, also 
tries hard to make a perfcct cup of 
Turkish coffee, but he meets with 
littlo moro success than the English­ 
man. 
One thing muct never bo forgotton 
The coffee must be freshly roasted and 
ground. 
It must not bo roasted too 
black; a dark brown is the ideal c-ol* 
or. 
Thou the flavor is divine.—Uo6- 
to Globe. 


Japanese Terrapin. 
Tho United States Fish comml.'^slon 
has sent an exi>ert to Japan for the 
purpose of studying terrapin culture 
as practised in that country, where 
they seem to have succceded in breed­ 
ing the turtles by artiflce. 
It is true 
that the Japanese terrapin is not tho 
same species as ours, but its habits 
aro similar, and there is reason to 
suppose that like methods of culture 
might be successful 
In tho 
United 
States. 
The matter is of no small import­ 
ance, inasmuch as our terrapin is on 
the verge of extinction. It used’ to be 
vastly numerous, especially 
In 
the 
neighborhood of the Chesapeake, and 
in 1850 diamond backs sold in Balti­ 
more for 12 1-2 cents a pieces. 
liut 
tjney have been literally hunted al­ 
most to the point of extermlnatiim, 
and at the present time they fech 
a dozen. 
The Japanese species, wdiich is said 
to be equal to our ow^n 
in flavor, is 
known as the “suppon,“ and like tho 
American terrapin, is an inhabitant of 
tidal rivers and salt marshes. 
Arti­ 
ficial ponds with a muddy bottom are 
employed for rearing purposes, with 
a loAV fence to prevent the turtles from 
escaping. The pond Is shallow, and at 
laying time. In early summer, the fe­ 
male climbs out on tilie bank, scratca 
a shallow hole and deposit their 
finally covering them up and leaving 
them to be hatched by the tho heat of 
the sun. 
Nets are spread to prevent 
birds from digging up tho eggs.

Uncle Sam*s Mails 


They Can Follow a Traveler All the Way 
Around the World

H E United States mails are carried everywhere. 
It would 
be almost a physical impossibility for a man to hide him- 
self in any remote corner of the world without being discov- 
ered at last by some insignificant agent of a world-wide 
service, the machinery of which operates quietly and with 
clock-like regularity. 
If a bird's-eye view of the different 
railroad and steamship lines Avhich carry the mails could bo 
taken, the giant spider's web thus formed would appear 
woven In a pattern so intricate that the mind would balk 
at the mere suggestion of unraveling it. And besides the regular steamship 
and railroad threads of this maze would appear tens of thousands of cross- 
lines, representing pony routes, dog-and-sled tracks, swift courier and runner 
"trails," and even reindeer, whaling ship and canoe lines. 
Every sort of ve- 
hicle and beast of burden, and nearly every invention of man for quick trans- 
portation, have been pressed into the postal service, and it is possible for a 
letter to go around the world under conditions so strange that the mere his- 
tory of its Journey would form a story of thrilling interest. 


If a man should start from New York and travel northward to Alaska, 
then down the coast to California and take ship to Manila, and follow the 
lines of travel to Hong Kong, to Singapore, to Canton, to Tokio, to Vladi- 
vostok, to St. Petersburg, to Vienna, to London, to South Africa, and finally 
to South America, touching on the way at several Pacific and South Atlantic 
islands, and thence back to his starting point, ho could travel a distance sev- 
eral times greater than the circumference of the globe. 
If he ordered his 
mail forwarded to him. and left correct addresses at each place, the letters 
would dutifully follow him, and be delivered to him in New York a few days 
after his own arrival there. 
All that he would have to pay extra for this 
remarkable journey of his mail would be a dollar or two in tolls, which would 
represent the charges for forwarding exacted by some of the countrks through 
which it passed. 
There is in the Postofiice Department at Washington the 
envelope of a letter which traveled in this way 150,000 miles, and another 
which came safely through a trip of 125.000 miles. 
Both are marked and 
stamped in a way to bafiie any except a very expert decipherer of puzzles.-^

form.' This is not so. Recently at the 
Jenner Institute bacteria have been 
frozen in liquid air, and even In liquid 
hydrogen, and on the application of 
heat, and placed in proper media have 
germinated. The process of life was 
arrested, but the nascent life energy 
was not destroyed at 200 degrees Cen­ 
tigrade, say, 300 degrees Fahrenheit 
of frost. Experiments are now being 
made to find whether long continuance 
for months or years in such cold takes 
away the vitalism of those lowest 
forms of life.—London Telegraph,

Home Should Help the School 
By Caroline T. Haven, Principal of tho Ethical Cul* 
ture School Normal Kindergarten Training Class. 
HE emphasis placed of late years upon improved hygienic 
conditions in the schoolroom has greatly increased the teach- 
er’s responsibility in regard to the physical well being of the 
I 
children committed to her care. 
She is now expected not 
I 
■ 
only to attend to the • general question of temperature, ventila- 
^ 
p 
tion and light, but to recognize the individual peculiarities 
of her charges and to discover means by which defects of 
all kinds may be remedied. 
Now, it is manifestly impossible for any teacher, however 
willing and capable, to gauge accurately and speedily the physical and intel­ 
lectual disabilities of a new class of pupils, and time is lost and harm done 
before adequate tests can be made for conditions that vary more or less from 
normal standards. 
If the school is to do its best work it must have educative services from 
the home, and it will have that only as parents are alive to the situation and 
are ready to further its ends. 
First of all, the child should be sent to school with a well-nourished body, 
the result of a diet that is simple, easily digested and eaten at regular in* 
tervals. It should be provided with clothing that will not Interfere with the 
free movement of any part of the body and will give the suitable amount of 
warmth and protection. 
The parents should insist on the maximum number of hours of qnlet 
sleep, should teach the child habits of personal cleanliness, and should see 
that it has a' proper amount of exercise in the open air and a plentiful supply 
of fresh air within doors. ^ 
The full value of proper food, exercise, sleep, etc., upon resistance to dis­ 
ease, upon the nervous system, upon general disposition and even upon con­ 
duct can hardly be overestimated, and the teacher’s work Is greatly lessened 
when these matters receive systematic attention In the home. 
The mother who has made a real study of 4ier child knows the condition 
of his eyes on entering school and will be quick to notice any failure that 
will occur later. So, too, defects In hearing may be more readily detected In 
the homo than In the school, where they prove a great barrier to .the child’s 
mental progress. Many a child so afflicted has been called stupid, inattentive 
or stubborn, until a physician’s skill has overcome the physical defects which 
alone were responsible for his mental state. 
It requires much time and patience on the teacher’s part to overcome In* 
distinct and faulty enunciation as well as ungrammatical forms of speech 
and mispronunciation. 
Much of the faulty enunciation observable In very 
young children Is due to tlie use of “baby talk" by parents in addressing 
them. The little ones are imitative, and a repetition In their presence of tho 
wrong forms of speech day after day finally results in fixing them indelibly 
In their minds. 
Tho questions of nervousness, undue restlessness, signs of fatigue, loss of 
nerve force, are problems that confront the teacher at every turn—problems 
which she cannot solve unaided. So much in these conditions depend on tho 
liome and are beyond the control of the school that, unless the mothers recog­ 
nize the difficulties and are equal to the demands, the‘child must continue to 
suffer and the work of the whole school Is impaired. 
Is the school responsible when, Hirough excesses In the emotional life of 
the child at home, his vigor is wasted and he is made unfit to meet the general 
requirements of the classroom? 
Shall the teacher be charged w^ith neglect 
when the ambition of parents forces the child to endure exertion in order that 
the next promotion time may not find him behind his companions?—New 
York News.

The estimates of the Paris Municipal 
Council for 1903 include a sum of 
25,000 francs set apart for the con­ 
struction of an Isolation w'ard at the 
Hospital St. Louis for the reception 
of lepers. The publication of this item 
of expenditure has caused a certain 
amount of excitement In Paris, it being 
wondered whether leprosy still exists 
in the French capital at the beginning 
of the twentieth century. 
It appears that some fifteen or 


twenty leper patients are annually 
treated at the hospital, which w'ai 
oi'iglnally founded for the accommoda« 
tion of persons suffering from, thaf’ 
disease.

Crow MIar«tIon. 


At Rossitten, in Eastern

The direc- 
tor of the station of the German Orni- 
thological Society at Rossitten pro- 
poses to try a curious experiment with 
these birds. Small metal rings bearing 
a number and date will be attached 
to one foot of each of them, after 
which they will be liberated and per- 
mitted to proceed upon their own paths 
of migration.

ring attached to it may be returned 
to the director of the "Vogelwarte" at 
Rossitten. 
It is quite possible that 
some of them may stray even as far 
as the shores of Great Britain, and if 
this should happen it is hoped that the 
director's request may be attended to. 
An accurate record will be kept at 
Rossitten of the dates of the liberation 
of every 
bird 
and of the locality 
whence its foot is returned, and it is 
expected that some interesting deduc- 
tions will be made from the informa- 
tion thus obtained.—Nature.

Captain Dart Sailed Through it Off 
the Coast of Java. 
Captc.in Dart, of the four-masted 
ship Alcides, in port at Baltimore, Md., 
from Hongkong, relates having wit­ 
nessed a phenomenon on the voyage 
the like of whi^h has no parallel in 
his 44 years of experience at sea. It 
was Bailing through miles of milk- 
white water. 
This strange sight was 
presented during last August, while 
tlie Alcides was making her way to 
Baltimore. At G:30 p. m. on August 2, 
tho ship then being 95 miles oft the 
south coast of Java, the water sud­ 
denly took on a color as if breaking 
over coral reefs. Captain Dart ordered 
the lead over, but at 100 fathoms it 
did not touch bottom. The ship had 
sailed about three miles when the 
coral-colored water suddenly changed 
into pure w'hite. Again the lead was 
resorted to, and at 100 fathoms no bot­ 
tom could be found. Everywhere the 
water was white, and the ship contin­ 
ued in it for some time, when It again 
took on the coral color. At 3:30 o’clock 
a. m., August 3, the white water again 
surrounded the ship and was visible as 
far as the eye could range. 
Captain 
Dart thought in w'as refraction from 
the sky, but as it was clear overhead 
and the stars shining that theory was 
abandoned, especially as the line of 
horizon was clearly defined where the 
white sea and the stellated sky met. 
At this point the second mate drew a 
bucket of water from over the side and 
Captain Dart made an examination. 
The water was filled with small white 
particles as diminutive as pin points. 
There was evidence of phosphorus in 
the water, but in no way did It con­ 
tribute to the milky whiteness of the 
specimen. Patches after patches of tho 
water were encountered until 3:30 a. 
m. of August 5, when it assumed a Pa­ 
rian whiteness, and with this change 
the sky took on a similar color. The 
horizon was obliterated and not defin­ 
able to the eyes as on previous occa­ 
sions.

Some groovers do nothing to the beds 
the second year, while others narrow 
down the beds with a plow and scrape 
out the irrass as with young planta­ 
tions. 
About March 1 beds are top- 
dressed with about 600 pounds guano 
containing seven or eight per cent, of 
potash and from four to seven per 
cent, ammonia. 
Too much ammonia 
decreases the yield. 
On two-year-old 
beds 1000 pounds or more are used.—

Some time ago Professor Johanna> 
eon, of Denmark, published the re­ 
sults of researches and experiments 
in the use of ether In forcing lilacs 
cut of season. The subject has since 
been taken up around Paris and ex­ 
perimented with quite largely. It has 
bean found that any of the hard ■wood 
shrubs may be forced very quickly 
by first etherizing them. The process 
In brief is to take up the plant after It 
has become thoroughly dormant, al- 
' ¡ow the earth to dry out somewhat, and 
then to place it in an air-tight box In 
which is a reservoir to hold the ether. 
After the box is dosed the ether is 
poured In through an opening, which 
is at once carefully closed to prevent 
the escape of the vapor. 
The plants are exposed to etheriza­ 
tion about fifty hours, then they are 
placed In the hothouse, watered and 
treated in the usual way. About 400 
grams ether are used per cubic metre 
of air space. Plants have been brought 
into flower with this process in twelve 
days 
of 
forcing, 
whereas 
similar 
plants not treated had barely begun 
to grow in that time. 
Care must be 
taken that the plants are perfectly 
dry and dormant when they are put 
in. For the forcing of lilacs, azalen«, 
hydrangeas, spirea, deutzia and other 
shrubs of like character, this process 
holds out considerable promise. 
It 
may be possible also to use It In 
forcing fruit trees In pots. 


Winter Floweri»« 
Gladiolus have to be lifted before 
the gi'ound freezes hard. 
After the 
stalks have become entirely dry, cut 
them off about an inch from the 
crown. 
Twist off the old, shriveled 
bulb and roots, and store in a dry,, 
cool place. 
Named varieties, or dif­ 
ferent shades, may easily be kept 
separate In paper bags. A cellar suit­ 
able for potatoes is well adapted for 
wintering these and similar bulbs. 
The hardy varieties may be taken up 
or left in the ground; but If left, sufli- 
cient protection should be given to 
prevent the frost from entering the 
ground deeply. 
They can also be 
grown in pots for wlndow-bloomlng 
Jn the early fall and winter, 
A pot, 
seven or eight inches deep, should be 
secured, the bottom covered an inch 
deep with broken chai'coal, and this 
covered with two inches of good sod 
and an Inch of sand. Set the bulb or 
bulbs on this sand and cover with 
good garden soil to within an inch of 
the top of the pot. 
Bet the pot in a 
dark, cool place for ten days or two 
weeks to root, and when the top 
starts bring the pot into the JJght and 
sun of the window. As the top grows, 
more soil may be added to the pot 
until full. Water only when dry and 
then thoroughly, 
Cannas are easily 
wintered If dug before severe frosts 
penetrate the soil. 
They should be 
kept entirely dry during the winter, 
placing the clumps closer together on 
the floor of a warm cellar. 
It wlH 
not do to dump them in barrels or 
boxes before they are completely dry. 
Petunia seed may be sown at any 
time, but when sown In the fall will 
commence to bloom at least a month 
earlier than the spring-sown seed.-~

They Can F o U o w a Traveler AU the Way 
Around the World

HE United States mails are carried everywhere. 
It would 
be almost a physical impossibility for a man to hide him­ 
self in any remote corner of the world without being discov­ 
ered at last by some insignificant agent of a world-wide 
service, the machinery of which operates quietly and with 
clock-like regularity. 
If a bird’s-eye view of the different 
railroad and steamship lines which carry the mails could be 
taken, the giant spider’s web thus formed would appear 
woven In a pattern so Intricate that the mind would balk 
at the mere suggestion of unraveling it. And besides the regular steamship 
and railroad threads of this maze would appear tens of thousands of cross- 
lines, representing pony routes, dog-and-sled tracks, swift courier and runner 
“trails." and even reindeer, whaling ship and canoe lines. Every sort of ve­ 
hicle and beast of burden, and nearly every invention of man for quick trans­ 
portation, have been pressed into the postal service, and It is possible for a 
letter to go around the world under conditions so strange that the mere his­ 
tory of its Journey would form a story of thrilling interest. 
If a man should start from Now York and travel northward to Alaska, 
then down the coast to California and take ship to Manila, and follow the 
lines of travel to Hong Kong, to Singapore, to Canton, to Toklo, to Vladi­ 
vostok, to St. Petersburg, to Vienna, to London, to South Africa, and finally 
to South America, touching on the way at several Pacific and South Atlantic 
islands, and thence back to his starting point, ho could travel a distance sev­ 
eral times greater than the circumference of the globe. 
If he ordered his 
mail forwarded to him, and loft correct addresses at each place, the letters 
would dutifully follow him, and be delivered to him in New York a few days 
after his own arrival there. 
All that he would have to pay extra for this 
remarkable journey of his mail would be a dollar or two in tolls, which would 
represent the charges for forwarding exacted by some of the countrks through 
which it passed. There is in the Postoflice Department at 'Washington the 
envelope of a letter which traveled in this way 150,000 miles, and another 
which came safely through a trip of 125,000 miles. Both are marked and 
stamped In a way to bafiie any except a very expert decipherer of puzzles.-^

At Rossitten, iu Eastern 
Prussia, 
large numbers of crows and rooks are 
caught alive in nets every year during 
the two migration seasons. The direc­ 
tor of the station of the German Orni­ 
thological Society at Rossitten pro­ 
poses to try a curious experiment with 
these birds. Small metal rings bearing 
a number and date will be attached 
to one foot of each of them, after 
which they will be liberated and per­ 
mitted to proceed upon their own paths 
of migration. Notices have been sent 
all over Germany requesting that when 
any of these birds are shot the foot and 
ring attached to It may be returned 
to the director of the “Vogelwarte” at 
Rossitten. 
It Is quite possible that 
some of them may stray even as far 
as the shores of Great Britain, and if 
this should happen it Is hoped that the 
director’s request may be attended to. 
An accurate record M’ill be kept at 
Rossitten of the dates of the liberation 
of every 
bird 
and of 
the locality 
whence its foot Is returned, and it is 
expected that some Interesting deduc­ 
tions will be made from the informa­ 
tion thus obtained.—Nature.
